A part of Mr. Van M atre’s ar­ 
ticle, appearing in the magazine, 
a farm pu blication for sev en Il­ 
linois cou nties, is as follows: 
“Abou t fiv e y ears ago, a cou nty 
ju d ge of a cou nty in the sister 
state to the east, was mak ing an 
ad d ress to a grou p of 4-H clu b 
boy s and girls. This ju d ge had 
been giv ing an 
u nl i m i t e d 
amou nt of his time to the boy s’ 
and girls’ 4-H clu b program of 
the cou nty . He said , ‘I hav e oft­ 
en been ask ed why I am so v i­ 
tally 
interested 
in 
4-H 
clu b 
work .’ He answefed , ‘It has its 
many ed u cational ad v antages. 
Howev er, I hav e a selfish reason. 
My main ambition is to cu lti­ 
v ate 
the 
acq u aintance 
and 
friend ship of these boy s and 
girls. One of these d ay s, it will 
be necessary for me to retire 
from activ e work . If one of these 
boy s or girls will bu t d rop in to 
my home for a friend ly chat now 
and then, I will more than be 
repaid for this effort.’

As a m at­ 
ter o f fact, the ar an cem en t o f

i po wer may 
hav e been at the . ien se o f the 
simple relig io n o f Jesu s o f Naz­ 
areth, an d to the disadv antag e 
o f Christian ity as a spiritu al 
fo rce wo rking in the hearts o f 
men. 
B u t the o u tward po wer 
co u ld n o t hav e co me witho u t 
deep an d wide fo u n datio n s in 
in n er tho u g ht an d mo tiv e. The 
g reatest stream can be traced tc 
its so u rces in small spring s an d 
riv u lets; so the m ig hty stream o f 
C hristian ity had its beg inning in 
o ccasio nal an d limited co ntacts. 
Here in this first chapter o f 
the Go spel o f Jo hn the pro cess 
is v ery simply y et v ery g raphic­ 
ally set befo re us.

It was the imp ou nding of cu s­ 
tom ary reserv es by redu cing the 
1932 ou tlay for trav el, su p p lies 
and eq u ip ment, omission of cu s­ 
tom ary salary p romotions, p ost­ 
p onem ent of new work or its in­ 
au gu ration on a less ex p ensiv e 
scale and where p ossible to p er­ 
m it v acant p ositions to rem ain 
u nfilled. 
It resu lted in a sav ing of al­ 
most $3,500,000 which is to be 
retu rned to the federal treasu ry 
at the end of the 1932 fiscal y ear.

W ashington (A.P.)— The de­ 
p artm ent of agricu ltu re bu dget 
recommended to congress for the 
1933 fiscal y ear actu ally is only 
abou t $5,000,000 below the cu r­ 
rent y ear and for all p ractical 
p u rp oses wou ld hav e no discern­ 
ible effect on the serv ice to the 
p u blic. 
In the first p lace, figu res p lac­ 
ing gross fu nds av ailable nex t 
y ear at arou nd $50,000,000 less 
than in 1932 — a su m rep resent­ 
ing nearly an eighth of the en­ 
tire redu ction in federal ex p en­ 
ditu res— are misleading. 
The 1932 ap p rop riations car­ 
ried $22,000,000 for seed loans 
and agricu ltu ral relief for which 
no estim ate is req u ired for 1933. 
There is a fu rther redu ction of 
$20,000,000 in estim ates for fed­ 
eral aid roads and forest roads 
and trails as the regu lar p ro­ 
grams for these work s were ad­ 
v anced to th a t ex tent in 1931 
and 1932. There is a decrease of 
$1,750,000 in the estim ate for the 
acq u isition of additional forest 
lands. 


NEEDLESS WASTE AND PROSPERITY 
According to recently p u blished figu res, one 
city dwelling is destroy ed by fire in the United 
States ev ery fou r minu tes. Farm bu ildings are 
bu rned at the rate of one ev ery sev en m inu tes. 
One hosp ital, fiv e chu rches and fiv e school 
hou ses bu rn down ev ery day . 
Ev ery day 41 p ersons lose their liv es and 47 
are inju red by fire. 
The p rosp erity of a cou ntry is determined q u ite 
as mu ch by the am ou nt of its needless waste 
as by the am ou nt of its accu m u lated wealth. 
As a necessity in establishing a sou nd basis of 
credit in commercial transaction, insu rance had 
its origin in p riv ate enterp rise and it has a t­ 
tained its commanding p osition as a world force 
for betterm ent of social conditions of m ank ind 
throu gh the initiativ e, ability and cou rage of a 
grou p of m en as m u ch deserv ing of im m ortal 
fame and glory as any other class of benefactors 
of the hu m an race. State trading in field of 
insu rance has nev er adv anced the cau se by a 
m aterial imp rov ement in p ractice. Necessary re­ 
forms and changes as dictated by ex p erience 
hav e been ev olv ed by p riv ate comp anies and it 
is du e to these and these alone th a t insu rance 
bu siness has become one of the colossal m agni­ 
tu de and world-wide ex tent. 


WALKING TO SCHOOL 
Sev eral Missou ri newsp ap ers recently com­ 
m ented on the fact th a t two boy s liv ing near 
the town of Boonv ille walk six miles to school 
ev ery day , and do all the chores at home in ad­ 
dition; and it’s all rather interesting, not be­ 
cau se the boy s hav e to walk so far, bu t becau se 
th e fact th a t they do is considered worthy of 
m ention in the newsp ap ers. 
A generation ago there wou ld hav e been no 
news in su ch a story . Walk six miles to school? 
There were thonsands and thou sands of y ou ng­ 
sters in all p arts of the United States who did it 
ev ery day throu ghou t the school y ear, and 
thou ght nothing of it. In many ru ral districts 
long hik es lik e th at were the ru le and not the 
ex cep tion. 
Those, of cou rse, were the day when the little 
red schoolhou se was a more fam iliar institu ­ 
tion th an it is now. No one had heard of con­ 
solidated schools then, nor of bu sses p ick ing u p 
all the children, carry ing them off to school and 
bringing them home again in the ev ening. 
The ty p ical cou ntry school was a one-room, 
one-teacher affair, drawing its p u p ils from a ra ­ 
diu s of six or eight miles arou nd; and the chil­ 
dren tru dged back and forth, throu gh deep snow 
in w inter and throu gh rain, du st, mu d or wind 
in sp ring and au tu m n. And no one ev er thou ght 
th a t those children were u ndergoing hardship s; 
on the contrary , the children were considered 
ex trem ely lu ck y to hav e edu cation av ailable at 
the p rice of a little ex tended footwork . 
Th*s isolated, one-room school h asn’t v anished 
y et, of cou rse; bu t it is in the p rocess of v an­ 
ishing, and the sy stem th at is rep lacing it is 
v astly better from all standp oints. Children’s 
bodies are not tax ed now as they u sed to be. 
Their m inds are giv en better training once the 
school room is reached. Life is easier, p leasant­ 
er, more carefu lly p lanned. 
Meanwhile, those two Missou ri boy s who hav e 
to walk so far each day m ight be comforted, if 
they were aware of it, by the fact th at they are 
carry ing on a brav e old tradition. W hat they are 
going now, most farm boy s had to do a few dec­ 
ades ago.
